One of the things noticed by 
adult patrons of the Menlo 
Park library, if they go there 
evenings, is the large number 
of high school age youngsters 
who appear to be patronizing 
the place. 

Where all can approve of 
use of the library by individual 
young people there are those 
who find themselves annoyed 
by the whispering, jumping up 
and sitting down, and trips 
from table to table that go on. 

Some of this, of course, ean 
be expected: classmates doing 
similar assignments or assign- 
ments on related topics are apt 
to walk back and forth to com- 
pare notes, borrow books, and 
help each other out. 

The whole thing, 


of course, 


is the outgrowth of a trend of 
the past decade. It’s a nation- 
wide trend, and very little can 
be done about it, even if one 
would want to. 

City Librarian Phil Morales 
explains it: 

“A few years ago, students 
below college level didn’t get 
much in the way of research 
assignments to do after 
school. In fact, in many cases 
it was school policy to make 
sure research projects could 
be completed in the libraries 
of the schools themselves. 

Nowadays, with the tremen- 

dous emphasis on acceleration 
of education, high school stu- 
dents are being required to do 
more and more research and 
to use more and more refer- 


ence books, so the public li- 
braries are used more often, 
too.
